It was agreed, -- That witnesses be given ten (10) minutes for their opening statement and, that during the 
questioning of witnesses, there be allocated ten (10) minutes for the first questioner (of each party) when a 
Minister appears before the Committee and five (5) minutes for other meetings and that thereafter five (5) 
minutes be allocated to each subsequent questioner alternating between opposition and government 
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parties, at the discretion of the Chair. 


It was agreed, -- That, as established by the Board of Internal Economy and if requested, reasonable 
travelling, accommodation, and living expenses be reimbursed to witnesses who are invited to appear 
before the Committee up to a maximum of two (2) representatives for any one organization.

Francine Lalonde moved, -- That Bill C-6, in Clause 1, be amended by adding, after line 9 on page 5, the 
following: 


16.1 Despite section 16, the Minister may only issue licences in respect of those uses, obstructions and 
derivations that are subject to the application of the treaty and that have first been approved in 
accordance with Articles III and IV of the treaty. 


After debate, the question being put on the amendment, it was negatived on division. 


Rick Casson moved, -- That Bill C-6, in Clause 1, be amended by adding after line 18 on page 4 the 
following: 


"20.1 The Minister shall table any regulation that is made under this Act with the Standing Committee 
on Foreign Affairs and International Trade within 15 days after the coming into force of the regulation. 
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20.2 (1) Within one year after the coming into force of this Act, and every subsequent year, the Minister 
shall appear before the Standing Committee on Foreign Affairs and International Trade to discuss 
developments related to the implementation and enforcement of this Act. 

(2) The Standing Committee shall send a notice to the Minister advising of the time and place of the 
appearance, at least 15 days before that time."

In relation to the current situation in Iraq, the Committee recommends, --that the Federal 
Government urge the United Nations Security Council to pass a strongly worded resolution 
calling upon the Government of Iraq to immediately and fully comply with all relevant 
resolutions subsequent to the United Nations Security Council Resolution (UNSCR) 660 and, 
furthermore, that the government of Iraq give the highest priority to immediately allowing 
the return of the United Nations Monitoring, Verification and Inspection Commission 
(UNMOVIC) and the International Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA) for the sole purpose of 
verifying the elimination of Iraq’s chemical, biological and nuclear weapons capability. 


Debate arose. 


By unanimous consent, it was agreed, --That the amendments of Diane Marleau and David Pratt be 
withdrawn. 


By unanimous consent, it was agreed, --That paragraph 3 be deleted and the following substituted 
therefore: 


--That the Committee recommend to the Government that it examine any steps it might 
take in support of the Security Council, including offering our diplomatic services to 
the Secretary General, as well as urging the Council to pass a strongly worded 
resolution calling upon the government of Iraq to immediately and fully comply with 
all relevant resolutions subsequent to Security Council Resolution 660 and, 
furthermore, that the government of Iraq give the highest priority to immediately 
allowing the return of the United Nations Monitoring, Verification and Inspection 
Commission (UNMOVIC) and the International Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA) for 
the sole purpose of verifying the elimination of Iraq’s chemical, biological and nuclear 
weapons capability. 


The question was put on the motion as amended and it was agreed to as follows: 


-- That the Committee express its strong preference for a peaceful resolution of the 
ongoing conflict with Iraq; 


-- That the Committee urge the Government to use all diplomatic tools at its disposal 
for a quick return into Iraq of the UN disarmament inspectors; 
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-- That the Committee recommend to the Government that it examine any steps it 
might take in support of the Security Council, including offering our diplomatic 
services to the Secretary General, as well as urging the Council to pass a strongly 
worded resolution calling upon the government of Iraq to immediately and fully 
comply with all relevant resolutions subsequent to Security Council Resolution 660 
and, furthermore, that the government of Iraq give the highest priority to immediately 
allowing the return of the United Nations Monitoring, Verification and Inspection 
Commission (UNMOVIC) and the International Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA) for 
the sole purpose of verifying the elimination of Iraq’s chemical, biological and nuclear 
weapons capability.
